Southern  Baptists  ha**-  attempt'd  to  d" 
the  biggest  thing  in  t heir  history  phis  year- — 
to  raise  one  million  dollars  for  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.  This  means  on  an  aver- 
age of  less  than  a half  dollar  a aienvwr,  -or 
less  than  one  eent  a week.  Shall  we  fail? 

We  are  within  a few  days  of  lllie  close  of 
the  year.  (May  1st)  Several  have  given 
thousands  of  dollars,  a number  one  thousand 
each,  quite  a number  six  hunJifed  dollars, 
the  salary  of  a missionary,  a great  many, 
one  hundred  dollars,  the  salary  of  a native 
preacher  in  China.  Women  have  taken  off 
their  jewelry  and  given-  it;  a voirtig  l*dy 
gave  a beautiful  necklace,  another  a prized 
medal  won  at  college.  She  said  sMe  had  noth- 
ing else  to  give.  Many,  many  j have  ma  le 
noble  sacrifices.  But  who  has  sacrificed  as 
the  missionaries  have,  who  have  given  their 
lives?  They  have  stood  the  past  year  in 
the  midst  of  war  and  famine  andj  pestilential 
plague  of  death.  Yet  llod  has,  kept  them. 
No  one  has  died.  They  report  the  greatest 
year  of  advance  in  the  history  uf  our  work. 
Thousands  have  been  added  toithc  Lord's 
hosts.  The  lines  of  the  eitemyj  are  break- 
ing. Our  soldiers  at  the  front,  advancing 
begging  for  help.  They  need  reinforce- 
ments and  equipment.  We  have  come  to 
the  last  few  days  of  our  Convention  year, 
and  it  looks  like  we  will  have  a vet;  op- 
pressive, distressing  debt  on  our  work.  This 
will  mean  saying  to  the  young  people  apply- 
ing to  go  to  the  front:  “Stav  at  home" 
and  to  our  missionaries,  “We  h^c  glad  that 
you  have  done  so  well,  but  toil  011  without 
needed  assistance;  we  have  other  interests 
in  which  to  invest  our  money  which  we  con- 
sider more  important  than  this  [of  soul-snv- 
ing,”  and  to  our  Lord,  “Not  now;  go  with 
thy  pierced  hands  to  others.’’  \y «?  will  need 
Him,  let  us  not  turn  from  Him  now.'  I ask 
that  for  Christ’s  sako  you  mike  .mother 
gift.  Pray  to  God  and  what  lie  hi  Is  you. 
do  it.  We  have  enough  Godly  men  and 
women  to  yet  save  the  day,  and  snatch  vic- 
tory out  of  apparent  defeat.  Do  not  wait; 
send  on  your  gift  at  once. 

Let  Sunday.  April  30th,  lie  a day  of 
thanksgiving  and  thank-offerinigs.  The 
churches  and  Sunday  Schools  can!  and  should 
add  still  further  to  what  they  [have  done. 
It  is  for  God’s  cause.  Who  will  gladly  re- 
spond ?

The  command  to  preach  the  gospel  tb  ev- 
er}- creature  commits  to  the  Christian  World 
the  authority  and  enjoins  the  duty  to  pro 
mulgate  a principle,  involved  in  luc  humani- 
tarian aud  philanthropic  ilea  of  human  help- 
fulness. 1 , 

» . I <•11  * 

The  principle  did  not  originate  with  the 
command  to  do  this,  but  was  already  iijhur- 
ent  in  the  moral  nature  of  man  Tne  mor- 
al instinct  manifests  itself  in  the  uumcf  ius 
enterprises  fostered  by  the  world,  and  espec- 
ially by  the  more  civilized  nations  for  the 
betterment  of  human  conditions. 

This  principle  is  exemplified  in  e\jery 
form  of  chanty  work.  The  physician  wuo 
is  not  a Christian,  as  well  as  the  Christian 
physician,  does  much  charity  practice,  for 
which  he  does  not  hope  to  receive  financial 
compensation.  The  man  who  plunges  ljnto 
the  water  to  rescue  the  drowning  ehild,  and 
tlie  woman  who  visits  her  sick  neighbor,  htid 
lends  her  services  as  a nurse  and  a comfort- 
er, and  the  man  who  earris  to  a poor  fam- 
ily the  necessaries  of  life  ; the  one  who  writes 
a ietter  of  sympathy  and  condolence  to  the 
bereaved.;  these  as  truly  manifest  the  mis- 
sion spirit,  and  exemplify  the  mission  idea, 
though  done  purely  and  only  from  a mofal 
standpoint,  as  those  who  go  to  the  heathen 
witn  the.  Gospel,  or  contribute  to  the  slip" 
port  of  those  who  go.  The  one  class  is 
prompted  by  a desire  to  supply  physical 
needs  and  to  do  what  their  better  nature  has 
prompted  them  to  Jo,  while  the  other  class 
(Christian;  carry  the  bread  of  eternal  life 
to  the  lost  souls,  out  of  regard  f >r  their  spir- 
itual needs,  and  the  command  of  their  Loijd, 
and  tbeir  desire  for  the  salvation  of  the  lofct. 

Tne  first  class  is  prompted  by  the  huuiaiiif 
tarian  principle  only,  while  the  latter  is 
prompted  by  both  the  humanitarian  princi- 
ple and  also  the  Christ  spirit  to  help  opih 
soul  and  body.  The  first  is  called  philaii- 
thropy;  the  other  is  called  missions.  (Aye 
can  reverse  the  terms  and  call  thtJ  first 
s moral  missions  and  the  second,  Christian 
philanthropy,  and  retain  in  botu  the  mortal 
principle  of  human  helpfulness  with  the 
Christian  motive  added  to  the  latter. 

They  who  give  a cup  of  cold  water  iif  t^e 
name  of  a disciple,  manifest  the  Chnsi  spir- 
it. They  who  give  a cup  of  cold  water  in 
the  name  of  humanity  only,  does  not  man- 
ifest the  Christ  Spirit,  thougn  they  have  per- 
formed identically  the  same  ad.  These  wjll, 
receive  the  commendation  of  the  Judge  at 
the  last  day,  while  the  others  will  not,  and 
yet  both  have  helped  the  needy,  and  relivud 
human  suffering. 

Therefore,  while  these  things  should  lie 
done,  because  it  is  morally  right  to  ao  ineri. 
yet  there  is  a higher  motive  for  Christian  Beh- 
vice. 

In  obeying  our  Lord,  and  in  carrying  out 
the  commission  we  are  to  recognize  the  dJo{- 
al  motive,  which  should  appeal  to  all  man- 
kind, to  help  those  who  are  less  fortunate 
than  ourselves  in  any  way  whatsoever  as 
Christians  we  are  to  be  prompted  by  a de- 
sire, first,  to  see  the  lost  saved,  and  Un-h 
as  we  may  better  their  material  and  social 
conditions. 

When  the  Christian  world  comes  to  under- 


stand that  missions  simply  mean  that  we 
are  to  do  our  Christian  and  moral  duty  to  all 
I peoples  so  far  as  withiu  us  lies,  whether  near 
us  or  far  away,  it  will  not  be  so  hard  for 
them  to  get  their  consent  to  give  their  tune, 
efforts  and  means  to  further  this,  tne  great- 
est of  all  undertakings. 

It  is  both  morally  aud  religiously  right 
loose  who  need  our  help,  w hether 
their  heeds  be  physical  or  spiritual.  And 
h<$who  does  not  thus  help  is  morally  guilty 
before  God.
